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A further Continuation of the Reflections on the E- 
letor of Bavaria’s Manifefto. 


U PON the Death of the Electoral Prince, the 
Eleétor (lays the Manifefto,) confin'd himfelf to 
the Difcharge of the Office of Governour of the Ne- 
therlands, intermedling but little in the Negociations 
that were afterwards fet on Foot so prevent the War 
which the Pretentions ef the Houfes of France and Au- 
firia might renew in Europe. Indeed as a Friend of 
the Emperor and of King Charles If. he was oblig'd 
not to intermeddle in any Negociations, in which 
they themfelves had no Part: For they were not the 


_Perfons who endeavour’d to fer any Negociation of 


that kind on Foot, but the French King, who full of 
his grand Project to poffefs himfelf of the Monarchy 
of Spain, mov’d Heaven and Earth, to furmount the 
Difficulties that lay in his Way. It is nor deny’d 
however, that his Electoral Highnefs did a /igele in- 
termeddle in thofe Negociations: Nor indeed is it at 
all likely that the French King feeing that Part of the 
Spanith Monarchy which lay moft commodious for 
him, and which he moft paflionately defir’d, in the 
Hands of the Elector, 
him, and draw him over to his Party. "Tis believ’d 


therefore, that he did not only intermeddle a lithe, _ 


bur thar be was thoroughly inform’d of all the Mea- 


fares taken to deprive the Emperor of Part of the 
Morerchy of Spain, and in the moft fenfible manner - 
to afflict the good King Charles II. who had nevec . 
bad any other Intension than to leave his Dominions 
intire tothe Archduke his Nephew. How wortbily 


would the Elector have aéted, bad he imparted t 


clandeftine Inrrigues to both thofe Princes, thar by 
means of his Information they might in time Rave 


put a ftop to the Treaty of Partition, which gave 
them fo juft a Caufe of Refentmrnt ? Fhéy knew no- 
thing of it till ic was abfolurely concluded But 
when the fecretr was divulg'’d, they and ail 

were inform’d of a thing that one would think th 


viz. that by their own Confeffion they could claim 


_ no Right to the Monarchy of Spain qr any part of 


it, but were refolv’d to tear away part of it by terri- 
fying the World with an itmaginary Bear of the Em- 
peror’s exceffive Power, fhould by Family fucceed to all 
the Spanifl Dominions. the fame means the 
World became acquainted with ‘Ssiotiier Point of no 
lefs Importance, viz. that by the “and reiterated 
Complaints King Charles II. made againft that Trea- 
ty, he had no Intention that any part of his King- 
doms fhould be transferr’d to the Houfe of France. 

As an Eleélor (continues the Manifefto,) the Duke 
of Bavaria waited to fee what Courfe the Emperor would 
take, in the Affair of the Spanith Succeffion, that he 
might conform himfelf to their Meafures, I defire to 


know then, why when the Empire fo unanimoufly 
declar'd themfelves in the Diet at Ratisbon, his E-' 
lectoral Highnefs did nov conform to their Example 
bur was fo far from doing it, that he imbrac’d the E-' 


nemy’s Parry ; put himfelf into a Condition to hin- 


der by Force of Arms all thofe who had conformd, 


wi 


usd no Endeayours to gain . 


ftom executing their common Refolution ; and fur- 
priz’d divers important Places, partly by Treachery 
and partly by Violence, in order to deliver them into 
the Hands of the French, with whom be would fain 
be thought to have had no manner of Correfpen- 
dence ? 

The Manifefto tells us, That as Governour of the 
Netherlands, bw Duty oblig’d him to execute the Orders 
that on the Death of the King of Spain were fent bim 
from the Court of Madrid ; which were to caufe the 
Duke of Anjou to be acknowledg’d by the Name of 
Philip V. for Soveraigh of the Prowinces he commanded, 
We doubt not he did receive fuch Orders from 
Madrid ; but can’t believe him fo deitituce ot Friends 
in the Court of Spain, as nor to receive at the fame 
Time from more than one Perfon fufficient Informa- 
tion thar things had not been tranfacted in fuch a 
Manner as might fatisfy the Confciences of thofe 
who were fummon’d to obey : Which was more than 
enough to induce him a litile to fulpend that hafty 
Obedience, which the fevereft Fuftice never requires 
to be Sr) fo blindly. All Europe was no fooner in- 
form’d of the Deach of King Charles IJ, than of the 
juft Grounds that were given to fufpect the Validity 
of his Will ; the Sollicitations with which a Man 
furrounded wi:hthe fhades of Death was importun'd ; 
the vifionary Terrors and fraudulent Infinuations em- 
ploy’d, to petfwade him to confent to and approve 
a Writing he had never dictatednor {een,; and by 
that A& to ay of his Dominions ina manner 
fo notorionfly known to be contrary to all bis 
former Intenti 
well worthy of the moft ferious Reflcction, and 
ftrong ‘Reafons‘not to precipitate an Affair of fo 


Truth. Bar. thefe Orders were executed with Foy 
(fays the Manifefto ;) and doubilefs this Joy was 
no other than what naturally arofe upon feeing the 
Suceefs of fo mahy Artifices and Trains laid to 
fruftrare the Kaperor of -his Right, and to extort 2

We have obferv’d that thole Negociati- 
ons were fet on Foot without the Knowledge of the 
Emperor and the King of Spain, and confequently 
by Perfons that had nothing to do in the Subject of 
them: Which ptoves, that the Part the Minifters of 
thofe 2 Princes might have in them, was not confi-

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therefore of all the Viceroys and

to Brance ; On the contrary it rather proves that En-
